nors, meffuages, lands, tenements, tithes, and hereditaments, 
and the fame fhal! be and be deemed to be held of the King’s 
majefty, his heirs and fucceffors, as of his Maje(ty’s manor of 
Eaf? Greenwich in the county of Kent, by free and common loc- 
cage tenure; but neverthelefs the faid barony, manors, mel- 
fudges, lands, tenements, tithes, and hereditaments, fhall be, 
and thall be deemed to be, fubject to fuch quit-rents, crown- 
rents, and dutchy-rents, iffluing thereout re'pectively, as the fame 
are now refpectively liable to.

An aéi more effegiually to prevent the Stealing of deer, and to repeal 
several former fiatutes made for the like purpofe. 


HEREAS the fiatutes now in ferce for the difcovery and 
fpunifoment of decr fleaiers are numerous, and many of them 
ineffectual: and whereas the good purpofes thereby intended might be 
better effected, if Juch of the Jaid fiatutes as are found to be defective 
were repealed, and Juch good provifions as are therein contained, toge- 
ther with fuch further provijions as may be expedient, were reduced 
tuto cne ac? be it therefore enacted by the King’s moft excellent 
miajeity, by and with the advice and confeni of the lords {piri- 
tual and temporal, and commons, in this prefent parliament 
affembled, and by the authority of the fame, That if any perfon 
or perfons fhall courfe or hunt, or fhall take in any flip, noofe, 
toyle, or fmare, or fhall kill, wound, or deftroy, or fhall thoot

feit and pay the fum of thirty pounds; and if the offender in 
any of the cafes aforefaid fhall be a keeper of, or perfon in any 
manner entrufted with the cuftody or care of deer, in the foreft, 
chafe, purlieu, ancient walk, or inclofed park, paddock, or 
wood, or other inclofed place, where the offence fhall be com- 
mitted, every fuch offender fhall forfeit and pay double the 
penalty herein-before appointed to be paid by other offenders ; 
and if any perlon or perfons, after having been convicled of any 
of the aforefaid offences, fhall offend a fecond time againi{t this 
act, by committing any of the aforefaid offences, fuch fecond 
ottence, whether it be the fame as the firft offence, cr be auy 
otiicr ot the atorefaid offences, Mall be deemed and adjudeecd to 
pe felony, and the perfon guiity thereof, bung lawfully seal 
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ed upon indictment, fhall be tranfported to one of his Majefty’s

II. And be it further enacted, That every perfon who hath

act had not been made; and in cafe any fuch offender fhall,

Contributors to the 5,000,000!1. to be intitled to certain annuities; which 
fhall be charged upon the finking fund. Every contributor of rool. thall, 
upon payment of rol. more, be intitled to a lottery ticket. Preamble; 
reciting that books have been opened at the bank, and depofits made, 
purfuant to a refolution of the houfe of commons. All perfons who have 
made depofits, purfuant to the aforefaid refolution, are required to pay 
the remainder of their fubfcriptions at certain times fpecified. Subficribers 
to the annuities to be allowed intereft for all monies paid in advance. 
Subfcribers to the lottery, on paying in the whole of their fubfcriptions, 
fhall receive tickets to the amount thereof. Subfcribers to the 5:000,000l. 
intituled to an annuity of 4l. per cent. for ro years, etc. and an annuity of 
10s. for ten years only. Annuities to be payable and transferrable at the 
bank of England, etc. Cafhier of the bank to give receipts to contribu- 
tors for money received ; which thall be affignable, etc. Cathier to give 
fecurity, to the good liking of the commiflioners of the treafury; and to 
pay all monies received into the exchequer. Commiffioners of the treafury 
impowered to apply the money paid in by the cafhier. A book to be pro- 
vided in the accountant-general’s office, in which contributors names fhall 
be entered, etc. Subfcriptions paid in part, and not completed, hall be 
forfeited to the publick. As foon as contributors have completed their 
payments, the tums fubfcribed fhall, in the books of the bank, be placed 
to therr credit. Contributors who fhall pay 301. per cent. of their fub(crip- 
tions, on or before June 30, 1777, fhall have an annuity Of ros. for every 
zool. fubfcribed, to continue for ten years.
